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INTRODUCTION 


In  the  19UIUU5  season  the  largest  to'bacco  crop  In  history  was  produced.    It  sold  at 
a  record  level  average  price,  and  TDrought  to  growers  the  greatest  crop  income  ever  received. 
The  flue-cured  and  Burley  crops  were  sold  sulsject  to  allocations  ajid  maximum  prices.  Celling 
prices  were  also  applicable  to  Maryland  purchases  of  the  19*+^  crop.    Figures  on  tax-paid 
withdrawals  of  cigarettes  showed  a  decrease  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30»  19^5»  ^u.t  tax- 
paid  withdrawals  of  the  other  to'bacco  products  were  somewhat  hi^er  than  those  of  the  year 
■before. 

Total  production  of  the  19^  crop  was  1»956  million  pounds  and  exceeded  19^3  figures  hy 
550  million;  the  general  average  price  per  pound,  topping  last  year's  hi^  "by  1,2  cents,  was 
Ul,7  cents;  and  the  value  of  the  crop,  8I6  million  dollars,  exceeded  last  year's  record  returns 
ty  2U6  million  dollars. 

The  19^)-  crop  of  flue-cured  to'bacco  totaled  1,090  million  pounds,  and  was,  with  the 
exception  of  the  crop  of  1939 »  't^e  largest  In  history.    The  average  price  per  pound  of  Up.U 
was  2.2  cents  ahove  the  previous  year's  level  and  was  exceeded  only  'by  the  1919  average. 
Returns  to  growers,  reaching  a  level  far  a'bove  the  value  of  any  previous  crop,  were  reported 
at  U62.5  million  dollars. 

Tor  the  third  consecutive  year,  prices  cf  flue- cured  were  controlled  by  Office  of  Price 
Mmlnlstration  regulation.    This  regulation  provided  that  the  weighted  average  purchase  price 
paid  'by  any  'buyer  should  not  exceed  $39  per  hundred  pounds  for  untied  leaf,  $^3»50  for  tied 
leaf,  and  $5  for  farm  scrap*  and  was  essentially  the  same  as  that  of  the  previous  year  except 
for  some  advance  in  prices. 

A  War  Food  Administration  allocation  order,  restricting  purchases  of  IQ^I-crop  flue- 
cured  to'bacco  'by  dealers  and  man\if acturers,  provided  (as  amended)  that  manufacturers  might 
acquire  up  to  102,?  percent  of  the  quantity  (lncl"uding  scrap)  used  'by  them  for  manufacturing 
purposes  from  July  1,  19^3*  thro\igh  June  30,  19^^+,  and  that  dealers  night  purchase  from 
producers  or  at  auction  for  their  own  account  up  to  1U7  percent  of  the  qtiantity  originally 
allocated  to  them  under  the  previous  year's  order.    This  was  the  second  flue-cured  crop 
covered  "by  a  distri'bution  order. 

The  Burley  crop  of  19^  was  'by  far  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  tj'pe.  Production 
totaled  591*5  million  pounds,  200  million  larger  than  that  of  the  19^3  crop,  and  over  167 
million  a'bove  the  previously  established  record-high  production.    The  general  average  price 
of  UU,0  cents  per  pound  was  1,6  cents  'below  the  record-high  level  of  the  year  before.  Value 
to  growers,  reported  at  26O  million  dollars,  was  the  highest  ever  recorded. 

As  in  the  case  of  flue-cured.  Federal  regulations  controlling  distri'bution  and  prices 
were  in  effect  on  the  19^  crop  of  Burley  tobacco.    By  Office  of  Price  Administration  regu- 
lation, ceiling  prices  by  grades  were  established  for  the  19^  crop  at  the  same  levels  as 
had  been  applicable  to  the  19^3  crop.    Under  a  Vbx  Food  Acijcini  strati  on  allocation  order  (as 
amended)  manufacturers  were  permitted  to  buy  up  to  120  percent  of  the  amount  of  Burley  they 
used  for  the  12-iaonth  period  ended  September  30,  19'^»  aiid.  dealers  vrere  permitted  to  buy 
120  percent  of  the  amount  of  Burley  allocated  to  them  from  the  19^+3  crop.    This  was  the 
third  Burley  crop  subject  to  maximum  prices  and  allocations. 

Production  of  Maryland  tobacco  reached  an  all-time  hl^  in  the  19^4^  season  \rtien  over 
38  million  poTinds  were  grown.    The  average  price  of  55*5  cents  per  pound  represented  an 
increase  of  10,2  cents  over  the  19^3  price,  but  fell  short  by  1  cent  of  reaching  19^2' s 
record  hi^.    Office  of  Price  Administration  regulation,  which  fixed  a  ceiling  price  of  $57 
per  hundred  pounds  on  all  sales,  was  in  effect  on  the  19^+^  crop  of  Maryland  tobacco. 

Pire-cured  to'bacco  of  the  19^^  crop,  reported  at  6U  million  potmds,  showed  a  slight 
decrease  in  volume  from  the  previous  year,  bringing  this  class  to  a  new  low  in  production. 
However,  the  19^+^crop  of  the  daric  air-cured  types,  totaling  ^,5  million  pounds,  showed  a 
substantial  increase  over  the  near  record  low  figure  of  3O.O  million  pounds  produced  in  19^3* 
The  fire-cured  general  average  of  2^4,5  cents  per  pound  was  about  1  cent  above  the  19^3  price, 
and  although  the  dark  air-curf^d  average  of  23.3  cents  was  nearly  U  cents  below  that  of  the 
previous  year,  it  was  still  substantially  higher  than  any  price  received  before  19^3* 

Production  of  all  types  of  cigar  tobacco  In  19^  totaled  128  million  pounds,  about  19 
million  pounds  above  19^3  production,  and  the  average,  reported  at  36. 0  cents  per  pound,  was 
1.8  cents  below  the  all-time  high  at  which  the  19^43  cigar-tobacco  crop  sold.  As  in  the 
previous  yeeur,  maximum  prices  by  grades  were  fixed  by  the  Office  of  Price  Administration  on 
nearly  all  types  of  domestic  cisar-leai"  to'bacco,  and  future- contract  purchases  of  nearly  all 
cigar-filler  and  cigar-binder  types  were  restricted  by  War  Food  Administration  freeze  order. 
Type  56  was  not  affected  by  either  order. 
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Tne  Commodity  Credit  Corporatloni  from  June  193^  'to  October  lS^5i  bad  made  pvLrchases 
of  lf313  million  pounds  of  tobacco,  redried  weight,  and  had  made  loans  on  an  additional 
216  million  pounds  (tahle  lO),    This  latter  figure  includes  collateral  tgken  over  from  the 
Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation  in  J\ane  1936»  when  activities  on  tohacco  were  transferred 
to  the  Cominodity  Credit  Corporation.    Of  the  total  amount  acquired,  1,328  million  pounds  were 
flue-cured,  of  which  lUo  million  was  of  the  19^5  crop;  I7I  million,  dark  types;  3O  million, 
Burley;  about  9OO  thousand,  cigar-leaf;  and  90  thousand,  Periqus. 

Indicated  domestic  consumption  of  cigarettes,  based  on  tax-paid  withdrawals,  totalled 
239  billion  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  19^5  (table  2j),  a  decrease  of  7i  percent  from  the 
record-high  withdravrals  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year.    Revenue  starr^is  sold  during  the  first 
10  months  of  the  fiscal  year  indicated  decreases  in  consiraption  as  compared  with  the  same 
months  in  the  previous  year,  but  May  and  June  withdrawals  broiight  indicated  conEun5>tion  above 
figures  for  those  two  months  the  year  before,  and  the  hi^eot  ever  recorded  for  those  months. 

Tax-paid  withdrawals  of  cigars  for  the  year  ended  June  30»  19^5»  were  4,893  million 
(table  25),  only  slightly  above  those  for  1943-^»  which  were  near  record-low.    During  the 
first  half  of  the  fiscal,  year,  monthly  consumption  was  indicated  as  generally  lower  than  for 
the  previous  year,  but  from  January  to  June  withdrawals  Increased  over  the  corresponding 
month  a  year  earlier. 

Tax-paid  withdrawals  of  manufactxired  tobacco,  which  consist  of  the  chewing  and  smoking 
products.  Indicated  a  consumption  of  275  million  pounds  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  19^5 
(table  27).    This  represents  an  increase  of  10  percent  above  the  record-low  consumption  of 
the  previous  year  for  all  these  products  combined.    Reports  of  manufacturers  show  that,  with 
the  exception  of  fine-cut  chewing  (representing  only  3  percent  of  the  total  chewing  manufac- 
tured), increases  are  Indicated  in  all  the  separate  products  making  up  this  group  (table  2h), 
Increases  were  small  for  the  chewing  tobacco  products,  but  manufacture  of  smoking  tobacco 
increased  19  percent  over  lS^3-^t  when  manufacturers  reported  production  at  the  lowest 
point  since  early  in  the  century. 

Sales  of  revenue  stainps  for  snuff,  during  the  year  ended  June  30»  19^i  covered  over 
U3  million  pounds  (table  27),  £in  increase  of  0.6  percent  over  the  year  before  and  record- 
high  for  this  product. 

Data  on  tax-paid  withdrawals  are  not  an  accurate  Indication  of  the  volume  of  tobacco 
products  mantif actured  and  consumed.    Large  a^uantitles  were  removed  from  factories  sind  ware- 
houses without  payment  of  tax.    These  tobacco  products  were  destined  to  fill  military 
requirements  abroad  and  were  for  other  disposition,  including  Department  of  Justice  pur- 
chases for  prisoners  of  war,  products  bought  for  Federal  and  State  penal  institutions, 
special  Red  Cross  purchases,  and  purchases  made  by  other  Government  agencies. 

Changes  in  the  19^  Annual  Report  on  Tobacco  Statistics;    A  new  table  has  been  added 
to  this  report  which  presents  statistics  for  the  separate  auction  markets  on  opening  and 
closing  dates,  marketing  days,  sales  floors,  and  b\:iyer8.    Data  on  exports  and  imports,  whJ.ch 
have  not  been  available  for  publication  during  the  war  years,  are  included  again  in  this 
issue.    The  byproducts  diversion  pro^Tajus  for  the  3  fiscal  years  beginning  July  19^+1  and 
ending  June  19^+^  are  summarized  in  this  report.    No  diversion  program  has  been  in  effect 
since  that  time.    The  table  on  rates  of  city  tax  has  been  omitted  because  current  data  were 
not  available  at  time  of  publication.    As  there  had  been  no  changes  in  duties  on  tobacco  ' 
since  the  publication  of  the  last  anniial  report,  the  table  on  tariff  rates  is  included 
exactly  as  published  last  year.    Also,  no  data  are  Included  on  foreign  import  duties,  as 
there  have  been  no  changes  in  tariff  rates  by  the  princlpsJ.  Importing  countries,  and  only 
minor  changes  by  anj/'  importing  country,  since  the  last  report  was  released.    For  the  current 
tariff  rates  that  are  in  effect  in  the  principal  countries,  refer  to  the  Annual  Reports  on
